Br.te accident to a deaf aud dumb boy, 
Isttdor Baccus. was yesterday directly 
responsible for the death of eight 
girls and young women, and the fatal 
injury of three others, and the serious 
Injury of more than two score of girls 
employed in the cigar factory of Har- 
burger, Homan & Co., a branch of the 
American Tobacco company, located 
a t Tenth street and W ashington ave­ 
nue. 
The building in which the disaster 
occurred is a five-story brick struc­ 
ture and reaches an entire block. 
Twelve hundred persons were at work 
af the tim e of the accolent, 90 per 
! cent of whom were girls whose ages 
J range from 12 years upward. 
The 
trouble began on the fourth floor of 
, the structure. Baccus, who was jani­ 
tor of the building, started for the 
, fifth floor for a ball of twine. 
The 
elevator was at the top of the shaft, 
and Baccus pulled the rope to4)ring it 
down. 
He opened the door leading to 
, the shaft and leaned forward to see 
j where the carriage was. 
Aa he did 
I so the elevator, which was descending 
slowly, struck him across the back of 
the neck, pinioning his head -between 
the elevator and the floor. 
A stock 
: boy released Baccus and cried for 
i help. 
The foreman rushed from the 
I building to call an ambulance and im­ 
mediately there was a panic among 
the employes. 
Some of the younger girls fainted, 
while others, not being able to control 
their feelings, cried fire 
Instantly 
' there was a 
mad rush for the stair- 
; way 
leading to Tenth street. 
The 
girls 
rushed down the narrow sta ir­ 
case until they reached 
a bend in the 
exit between 
the .second and third 
floors. 
In their eagerness to escape 
the frightened leaders fell. O ther im­ 
mediately following tripped over the 
j struggling mass of humanity and in 
i less than a m inute there were hun­ 
dreds of children and young women 
struggling in the passageway.

shrieks aud scream s of terror-stricken j 
girls could be heard for a block or 
more.

several of the occupants of the build­

tance of over 50 feet.

one of those to Jump, was instantly 
killed. 
When the firemen and police­ 
men arrived every effort was made to 
quiet the terror-stricken girls. 
The 
firemen rushed up the stairway and 
begged the girls to be calm, telling | 
them that there was absolutely no 
danger, but the sight of the firemen 
seemed only to add fuel to the fArne. I 
While the policemen and firemen were 
endeavoring to quiet the girls on the 
I stairway ladders were being run up on 
■ the outside of the building and the 
employes who had climbed out onto 
the fire escapes and window ledges 
were quickly taken to the street. 
Af- I 
ter a few m inutes the men were en- j 
abled to check the awful crush on the I 
stairw ay and then began the work of 
rescuing those who had been tram pled 
and ciuahcd between the second and j 
third floors.
